The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  of  Daventry* 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  1955,  incorporating  that  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  district  for  the  year  1955  shew  that 
192  deaths  took  place, compared  “with  202  for  the  previous  year.  This  gives 
a Standardised  Death  Rate  of  9,98,  which  is  substantially  below  the  national 
figure  of  11,7  Male  deaths  continued  to  be  slightly  in  excess  of  female, 
and  the  principal  causes  of  death  remained  unchanged.  That  is  to  say, 

Heart  Diseases,  in  their  various  forms,  headed  the  list  with  69  deaths, 
identical  with  the  1954  figure,  to  be  followed  by  AO  deaths  from  Cancer, 
an  increase  of  three  on  the  previous  year*s  total.  The  number  of  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis  again  fell,  from  3 in  1954  to  1 only  in  1955,  a matter 
of  some  significance  to  the  community  as  a whole.  In  this  connection  the 
attention  of  the  Council  is  drawn  to  the  report  on  a visit  paid  during  the 
year  to  a number  of  centres  throughout  the  district  by  the  Mass  Miniature 
Radiography  Urit, 

Births  recorded  during  the  year  fell  by  35  compared  with  1954, 
the  total  of  illegitimate  births  remaining  unchanged.  The  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  rose  slightly,  but  the  resultant 
rate  was  again  below  that  recorded  for  England  .and  Wales. 

There  was  a big  increase  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  notifications, 
from  140  to  410,  during  the  year,  the  great  majority  of  which  Were  Measles, 
occurring  mainly  in  the  late  Spring  and  early  Summer  months.  Whooping 
Cough  notifications  provided  the  next  highest  figure  but,  apart  from  one 
case  of  Poliomyelitis,  no  other  serious  infection  was  reported. 

In  the  field  of  Housing  much  of  the  activity  of  the  department 
was  directed  towards  the  completion  of  the  survey  of  all  the  unfit  houses 
in  the  district,  as  required  by  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

A summary  of  this  report,  which  was  submitted  to,  and  accepted  by,  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  is  given  in  Section  D. 

It  will  be  seen  that  an  immense  task  faces  the  Council  as  it  proceeds  to 
carry  out  the  work  of  removal  or,  in  some  instances,  improvement  of  unfit 
property,  but  few  can  deny  that  it  is  also  an  essential  and  worthwhile  one. 

With  regard  to  immediate  achievement  in  this  field  it  is  reported 
that  48  Council  Houses  were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year,  compared 
with  102  in  1954,  but  in  addition,  no  fewer  than  54  casual  vacancies  were 
filled  during  the  same  period.  The  Council  would  do  well  to  note  the  steady 
increase  in  the  number  of  houses  that  become  vacant  for  one  reason  or  another, 
since  the  re-letting  absorbs  a substantial  number  from  the  waiting-list, 
and  might  well  have  an  important  effect  on  the  number  of  houses  required 
to  be  built  in  the  future.  As  to  private  building  a further  drop  in  the 
rate  of  building  is  reported,  the  figure  of  completed  dwellings  being  18. 
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The  unhappy  situation  as  regards  construction  of  new  Sewage 
Scheme,  reported  in  1954,  remained  virtually  unchanged  by  the  end  of 
1955,  excepting  only  Byfield,  and  certain  vjorks  in  Long  Buokby.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  the  state  of  national  finances  will  improve  before 
long  so  that  approval  can  be  obtained  to  commence  several  outstanding 
and  most  essential  schemes. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  ny  appreciation  to  all 
members  of  the  Staff,  in  particular,  those  of  the  Sanitary  Department, 
for  their  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  this  report,  also  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committees  for 
help- land  encouragement.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  information  on  Immunisation  and  Vaccination,  and  to  the 
Director  of  the  Miss  Radiography  Unit  for  details  of  the  recent  survey  in 
the  district.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


SECTION  A 


AREA:  The  area  of  the  District  is  79,423  acres  or  124.2  square 

miles,  which  gives  an  average  of  1 person  to  4.78  acres,  or  133  persons 
to  the  square  mile, 

POPULATION:  The  Registrar-General* s Mid-year  estimated  population 

for  the  district  was  16,550,  showing  a decrease  of  40,  compared  with 
the  figures  for  1954.  The  natural  increase  in  the  population, 
i.e,  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  30, 

DEATHS:  The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  was  192,  showing  a 

decrease  of  1 0 on  the  number  for  1954.  The  standardised  rate  for  1955 
was  9.98  (calculated  from  Registrar-General* s comparability  factor), 
compared  with  11,7  for  England  & Wales, 

OCCUPIED  DWELLINGS : There  was  a small  increase  in  the  numbers  of 

oc c upi ed  dwe 1 li  ng  s , after  deducting  those  dealt  with  under  the  various 
Housing  Acts,

The  commonest  cause  of  death  remained  heart  disease  in  its  various 
forms,  but  there  was  a further  slight  increase  in  deaths  from  cancer, 
while  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  e,g,  cerebral  haemorrhage, 
provided  the  third  largest  cause  of  death.  The  remarkably  low  figure 
of  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  is  well  worth  a moment’s  thought. 


BIRTHS:  The  number  of  births  v/as  222,  a decrease  of  35  compared  with 

the  figures  for  1954,  and  giving  a standardised  rate  of  14*5 
(calculated  on  the  Registrar-General's  comparability  factor)  compared 
with  15,0  for  England  & Wales,  per  1000  of  the  total  population. 

ST ILL-BIRTHS : The  figure  for  1955  showed  a decided  increase  over 
the  figure  for  1954,  it  being  11,  compared  with  2 the  previous  year, 
and  gave  a rate  of  47.1  per  1,000  live  and  still  births, 

I L.J EGIT DvIATE  BIRTHS:  The  number  was  the  same  as  for  the  previous 

year,  11  such  births  being  recorded, 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY : It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  once  again  to  record 

that  there  rjere  no  deaths  associated  with  childbirth, 

INFANT  MORTALITY:  The  num-er  of  children  under  the  age  of  1 year  who 

died  was  5»  This  indicates  an  increase  of  3,  compared  with  the  figure 
for  1954^  Pour  of  these  infants  were  under  4 weeks  old.  The  deaths 
were  due  to  (i)  Capillary  Bronchiolitis;  (ii)  Haemorrhagic  Disease; 
and  (iii)  Atelectasis. 
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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


SECTION  B. 


LABORATORY  SERVICE;  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
operating  at  the  General  Hospital,  Northampton,  was  still  available 
for  the  diagnosis  and  analysis  of  specimens  relative  to  infectious 
disease,  and  was  free  of  cost  to  the  Local  Authority. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICES:  For  infectious  cases  requiring  removal 

to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  ambulance  from  the  Harborough  Road 
Isolation  Hospital,  Northampton,  vias  used,  and  for  non-infectious 
cases  and  residents  the  ambulance  maintained  by  the  St.John 
Ambulance  Brigade  stationed  at  Daventry  vias  used.  The  ambulance  was 
maintained  by  the  Brigade,  who  act  as  agents  of  the  County  Council 
in  providing  an  ambulance  service, 

NURSING  IN  ‘THE  HOMS : This  service  was  provided  directly  by  the 

(Tounty  Council,  who  have  their  nurses  residing  in  various  parishes 
of  the  District,  and  appeared  to  have  the  whole  of  the  District  well 
covered. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS : Infant  Welfare  Clinics  were  held 

at  Long  Buckby,  Weedon,  West  Haddon  and  Woodford  Halse.  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  were  hold  in  Daventry  and  mothers  from  the  surrounding  District 
were  welcomed.  The  County  Health  Department  provided  travelling 
facilities  in  certain  areas,  so  that  mothers  and  children  could  attend 
these  clinics, 

HOSPITALS ; The  treatment  of  all  infectious  cases,  where  considered 
necessary,  was  carried  out  at  the  Harborough  Road  Isolation  Hospital, 
Northampton,  with  the  exception  of  Tuberculosis  patients,  whose 
treatment  was  carried  out  at  either  Rushden  or  Creaton  Sanatoria,  when 
hospital  treatment  was  considered  necessary.  All  general  medical  or 
surgical  cases  were  treated  at  either  The  General  Hospital,  Northampton, 
The  Danetre  Hospital,  Daventry,  or,  the  Hospital  of  St. Cross,  Rugby.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TNE  DISTRICT. 

WATER  SUPPLIES : All  public  water  supplies  are  under  the  control  of 

the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board,  with  the  exception  of  two 
privately  owned  supplies,  the  greater  part  of  the  district  having  a 
mains  water  supply.  There  only  remains  five  small  parishes  and  hamlets 
without  a mains  supply.  The  chief  source  of  water  being  by  well  and  pump. 
Supplies  generally  were  maintained,  although  there  was  difficulty  in 
one  or  two  areas,  due  primarily  to  the  very  low  rainfall  average  over 
the  district  for  the  past  few  years.  Work  on  the  new  reservoir  at 
Pitsford  was  progressing  satisfactorily,  and  it  appeared  that  water 
supplies  to  the  districts  from  this  source  would  be  an  established  fact 
in  the  near  future.  All  mains  supplies  were  under  constant  treatment 
by  chlorination  and,  on  samples  being  submitted  to  the  analyst,  results 
proved  to  be  generally  satisfactory.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL,  SE7/ERAGE  AMD  DRAINAGE : The  year  saw  no  further  progress 
regarding  the  provision  of  now  sewerage  disposal  schemes  to  more  areas 
of  the  district.  A length  of  now  sewer  and  construction  of  new  sewerage 
disposal  works  got  well  under  'jay  at  Byfield,  and  some  reconstruction 
of  the  Long  Buckby  sewerage  works  also  was  well  in  hand.  In  spite  of 
repeated  efforts  Toy  the  Council  to  commence  other  schemes,  the  Ministry 
still  refused  to  give  consent  for  these  schemes  to  be  commenced.  It  is 

a matter  of  real  regret,  that  the  existing  unhygienic  methods  of 

crude  sewage  disposal  in  some  of  the  parishes  of  the  district  have  to  be 

carried  on  year  after  year,  with  seemingly  no  hope  of  any  improvement 

in  the  immediate  future. 

The  general  drainage  position 

in  all  the  sewered  parishes  is  satisfactory,  but  in  those  parishes  with 
only  a surface  water  sewer,  it  is  much  less  so.  There  have  been  somo 
works  of  improvements  to  properties  so  far  as  new  drainage,  etc.  is 
concerned,  but  the  majority  of  such  work  can  only  be  done  in  those 
parishes  with  proper  sewage  disposal  works.  A few  septic  tanks  have 
been  provided  in  certain  villages.  Much  of  the  work  carried  out  with 
relation  to  drainage  was  carried  out  voluntarily  by  the  owners 
concerned,  there  being  a few  cases  only  where  work  was  done  following 
the  service  of  an  informal  notice.

There  were  also  temporary  scheme-  in  operation  at  Charwclton  and 
Lilbourne,  and  a part  scheme  of  a temporary  nature  at  Helton. 


DISINFECTION:  Disinfection  was  carried  out  at  all  homes  from  which 

infectious  cases  were  notified  and  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital,  or 
if  the  case  was  nursed  at  home,  after  the  doctors  clearance  had  been 
obtained. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS : No  cases  were  brought  to  notice. 

MCV.iBIE  DWELLINGS,  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT.  19 36.  SECTION  269:  7 licenses 

to  site  and  use  caravans  were  approved,  and  2 licences  to  site  and  use 
caravans  wore  renewed.  1 application  was  refused, 

SCHQOIS : The  school  premises  in  the  District  wore  generally 

satisfactory. 
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PREVENT IOK  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949: 


Work  under  the  above  Act  was  continued,  during  the  year  by  the  part-tirne 
operative.  From  results  gained  and  inspections  made,  it  did  appear 
that  the  scheme  was  working  most  satisfactorily. 


All  the  Council's  sewers  were  treated  at  least  twice  during  the  year. 

All  se/Jage  disposal  works  were  similarly  treated,  in  some  instances 
four  times  during  the  year.  All  the  Council's  refuse  tips  wore  very 
regularly  inspected  and  treatments  carried  out  as  they  became  necessary. 

Many  more  private  houses  wore  inspected  for  rats  and  mic...  during  the 
year,  the  undermentioned  table  giving  an  indication  of  the  extent  of 
such  inspections  and  treatments,  where  found  necessary. 


A considerable  number  of  farms  and  farm  premises  wore  also  inspected 
and,  where  action  was  necessary,  the  Pests  Officer  of  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee  was  contacted:  in  all  instances  excellent  co-operation 
by  that  department  was  experienced. 

The  treatment  of  the  sewers  revealed  a partial  take  of  bait  from  approx- 
imately 25^0  of  the  manholes  treated.  Tills  pre-baiting  extends  over  five 
days,  with  the  placing  of  poisoned  bait  at  the  end  of  that  period.

Visits  were  made  at  various  times  to  see  threshing  in  progress,  and  at  the 
request  of  the  Ministry,  one  test  visit  was  made  to  ascertain  the  extent 
of  infestation  in  a rick  being  threshed.  The  farm  chosen  was  an  isolated 
farmstead,  the  operator  reporting  that  the  rick  showed  no  sign  of  infest- 
ation at  all  during  the  times  of  its  dismantling  for  threshing,  the  com 
and  straw  being  extremely  clean.  An  interesting  point  arising  from  this  is 
that,  after  this  visit  and  inspection  had  been  made  it  transpired  that  the 
farmers  concerned  had  made  annual  contracts  for  the  destruction  of  pests 
on  their  farm.  The  inference  from  this  circumstance  is  that  proper  care 
and  attention  should  be  paid  by  all  concerned,  in  an  effort  to  exterminate 
those  pests,  which  can  do  great  damage  and  may  well  carry  disease. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  .-.CT.  1957  & 1948:  According  to  return  from 

Her  Majesty^s  Inspector  of  Factories,  relative  to  additions  and  deletions 
from  the  register,  there  remained  71  pjremises  on  the  register,  chiefly 
workshops,  conditions  generally  were  satisfactory,  although  some  of  the 
workshops  are  structurally  very  old,  2 cases  of  want  of  cleanliness 
were  found  on  visits  and  1 case  of  want  of  cleanliness  was  referred  by 
H,M.Inspector  of  Factories,  all  cases  being  dealt  with  by  informal  action, 
2 other  offences  against  the  Acts  were  brought  to  notice  and  remedied  by 
informal  action.  Notification  of  an  Outworker  was  received  in  June,  the 
premises  in  question  being  found  satisfactory. 


SCAVENGING-:  Household  Refuse  and  Salvage  collection  continued  to  run 

smoothly  on  a weekly  basis  throughout  the  year,  there  being  very  few 
complaints  from  the  district.  Such  as  there  were  were  generally  on  account 
of  the  collectors  not  emptying  a bin,  due  to  the  bin  containing  hot  ashes. 
Fires  on  the  tips  at  Norton,  West  Haddon  and  Woodford  caused  much  concern  and 
expense  during  the  year.  That  at  West  Haddon  could  not  be  used  for  some 
months,  and  all  West  Haddon  area  refuse  had  to  be  taken  either  to  Kilsby 
or  to  Long  Buckby  tips,  while  the  fires  at  Norton  and  Woodford  called  for 
drastic  re-arrangements  of  tipxoing  procedure.  By  means  of  digging,  etc, 
the  fires  at  Norton  and  West  Haddon  were  eventually  got  under  control,  but 
in  spite  of  efforts  of  a similar  nature  at  Woodford,  the  fire  was  still 
burning  on  one  side  xf  the  tip;  hence  rur  instructions  to  the  collectors 
to  beware  :f  hot  ashes  in  bins. 


During  the  year  the  tips  at  Braunston  and  Hellidon  were  filled  up,  and 
the  Braunston  tip  was  completely  soiled  over,  a start  also  being  made  on 
soiling  over  the  Hellidon  tip.  The  question  of  the  refuse  tips  is  causing 
some  concern,  as  additional  tipping  areas  are  most  difficult  to  obtain, 
and  it  does  appear  that  in  the  very  near  future,  the  greater  x^art  of  the 
household  refuse  in  the  District  will  have  to  be  taken  to  the  Dodford  tip. 
This  will  mean  longer  distances  to  travel,  which  in  turn  means  less  time 
available  to  be  spent  in  actual  collection,  and  numbers  of  new  houses  in  the 
district,  means  a greater  quantity  of  refuse  collected.  In  order  therefore, 
to  maintain  the  regular  weekly  collections  in  all  parishes,  there  will  of 
necessity  have  to  be  some  general  re -arrangement  of  the  existing  system  in 
the  relatively  near  future. 

The  collection  of  salvage  continued,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that 
£520, 19*0d  was  obtained  by  the  Council  by  the  sale  of  salvage  during  the 
year,

The  numbers  of  new  houses  allocated  and  tenanted  during  the  yoar 
was  much  less  than  for  the  previous  year,  there  being  48  as  compared 
with  102  for  1954*  Bu^  a very  significant  feature  of  re-housing  work, 
was  the  increasing  numbers  of  existing  council  houses  which  became  vacant 
and  were  available  for  re-letting.  There  were,  in  fact,  54  such 
cases,  so  that  for  the  year,  102  applicants  for  council  houses  were 
re-housed.  By  the  end  of  the  yoar,  the  waiting  list  had  increased  to 
603,  as  against  565  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year,  in  spite  of  the 
number  who  were  re-housed.  Much  time  has  been  spent  in  interviewing 
applicants  for  houses,  interviews  regarding  council  house  tenants 
taking  in  lodgers  (on  application  from  the  tenant),  and  also  visits 
regarding  erection  of  poultry  huts,  etc. 

The  inspection  of  the  District,  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act,  1954,  was  completed,  and  the  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council, 
and  then  to  the  Ministry,  who  accepted  it.

MILK  SUPPLY;  The  supply  generally  throughout  the  District  was 
satisfactory,  the  greater  part  of  the  District  being  supplied  v.'ith 
bottled  designated  milk.  3 retailers  previously  sup-plying  ordinary 
grade  milk  changed  to  designated  milk,  in  a*  dition  to  the  8 large 
retailing  firms  already  supplying  the  District  with  designated  milk. 

All  milk  producing  promises  were  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

4 supplementary  licences  to  sell  pasteurised  milk  were  renewed, 
k ” ” " tuberculin  tested  milk  wore  renewed. 

4 dealer’s  licences  " Pasteurised  milk  were  renewed. 

BAKEHOUSES : There  was  a still  further  decrease  in  the  number  of 
bakehouses  operating  in  the  District,  only  6 remaining.  These  are 
generally  old  structurally,  but  apart  from  one  instance,  were  satis- 
factorily maintained. 

SHOPS : Most  shops  were  satisfactorily  maintained,  though  generally 
structurally  old.  The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  which  were  due  to  come 
into  force  at  the  beginning  of  1 956  will  no  doubt  cause  some  concern 
to  many  of  these  small  shops.  There  was  again  a further  decrease  in 

the  amount  of  food  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
such  f d that  was  condemned  being  voluntarily  surrendered.  Three 
premises  were  registered  for  the  first  time,  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

MEAT : 10  slaughterhouses  were  in  constant  use  throughout  the  year, 

and  this  has  meant  much  work  and  travelling  on  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
part  for  the  pur-pose  of  examination  of  meat  before  sale  to  the  public. 
Every  effort  has  been  made  to  examine  all  carcase  meat  slaughtered  in 
those  slaughter-houses  which  are  situated  in  various  parts  of  the 
district.  The  slaughter-house  at  Crick  has  been  in  constant  use,  five 
days  each  week,  a large  number  of  animals  being  slaughtered;  the  major 
proportion  of  the  meat  was  despatched  to  Rugby  after  inspection.  All 
parishes  appeared  to  be  adequately  supplied.  The  incidence  of  meat 
unfit  for  human  consumption  and  condemned  was  very  low,  and  no  unsound 
meat  was  found  exposed  for  sale.  Accurate  details  of  all  the 
slaughtering  and  meat  inspection  throughout  the  district  were  not 
available  to  enable  tabulation  according  to  the  form  suggested  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  Records  of  work  now  bein  kept  will  make  such 
a detailed  report  of  the  required  nature  possible  for  future  annual 
reports.

PREVALENCE  OP  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


There  was  a very  large  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of 
infectious  diseases  received  during  the  year,  410  as  against  140  for  the 
previous  year.  Of  this  total,  333  vie  re  for  Measles  and  62  for  Whooping 
Cough.  Most  parishes  in  the  District  load  some  disease  notified,  but  the 
Whooping  Cough  cases  we re  chiefly  confined  to  Braunston,  Weodon  and  Woodford 
Halso  and  the  Measles  cases  to  Braunston,  Long  Buckby  and  Woodford  Halse, 
There  w as  only  5 notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever,  as  against  14  for  the 
previous  year.  There  wore  3 notifications  of  Food  Poisoning,  2 of 
Dysentery,  and  1 of  Poliomyelitis, 

The  tables  given  at  the  end  of  this  roport  relative  to  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  do  not  show  any  increase  in  the  numbers  of  infants  being 
immunised.  The  results  of  immunisation  over  the  past  years  appear  to  have 
been  most  satisfactory;  it  is  hoped  therefore  that  parents  will  not  be 
lulled  into  a sense  of  false  security,  because  the  danger  from  Diphtheria 
still  exists.

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TUBERCULOSIS  The  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  w as  the 
same  as  for  the  previous  year,  namely  9»  Of  these.  5 were  respiratory 
(2  males  and  3 females)  and  4-  were  non-re spiratory  (l  male  and  3 females). 
In  addition,  there  were  4 notifications  of  inward  transfers  of  the  disease, 
all  respiratory  (3  males  and  1 female).

MASS  MINIATURE  & BIOGRAPHY  SURVEY,  1935 


With  tho  exception  of  a visit  to  Woodford  Hal  so,  where  new  ground 
■was  broken,  the  No,  1 (Northants)  unit  of  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital 
Board  paid  its  third  visit  to  this  Rural  District  during  tho  early  autumn 
of  1955.  Boing  more  mobile  in  character  than  previously  it  was  able  to 
visit  centres  at  Long  Luckby,  Woedon,  Woodford  Halse,  as  well  as  Daventry 
itself.  The  results  of  the  survey,  kindly  forwarded  by  the  Director 
of  the  MMR  unit  concerned,  are  set  out  in  tho  following  two  tables. 

It  is  of  considerable  interest  to  note  that,  so  far  as  the  rural  district 
is  concerned  - the  figures  for  the  Daventry  centre  unfortunately  were 
unable  to  be  differentiated  from  those  of  the  Borough  itself  - only  two 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (inactive)  were  discovered.
